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THE  GOODNIGHT  FAMILY  IN  SOUTHWEST  MISSOURI 

Introduction 

In  early  October  1752  the  ship  Neptune,  Captain  John  Mason, 
came  into  port  at  Philadelphia.  It  had  sailed  from  Rotterdam, 
Holland,  by  way  of  Cowes,  England,  and  aboard  were  nearly  200 
German  emigrants  some  with  their  families,  from  the  Palatinate 
a  sedtion  of  Europe,  later  of  Germany  lying  west  of  the  Rhine 
River. 

This  province  a  rich  and  fertile  section,  had  been  merci¬ 
lessly  devastated  by  the  wars  of  Louis  XIV  of  France  and  its 
inhabitants  who  for  nearly  two  centuries  had  been  Protestants, 
followers  of  Calvinism,  were  placed  under  a  ruler  who  was  of  the 
Catholic  faith.  The  result  was  a  general  exodus  of  these  Protes¬ 
tants  and  it  is  estimated  that  between  1710  and  1775  over  200,000 
had  emigrated  to  the  colonies  in  America.  The  inducements  of 
William  Penn  and  his  successors  in  Pennsylvania,  who  guaranteed 
religous  freedom  to  all  who  would  come  to  his  colony  brought 
many  to  the  port  of  Philadelphia. 

The  influx  of  these  emigrants  was  so  great  that  the  common¬ 
wealth  of  Pennsylvania,  becoming  uneasy  at  the  number  of  refugees, 
ordered  that  each  head  of  the  family  should  sign  an  oath  of 
allegiance  to  the  colony.  These  lists  have  been  preserved  and 
have  proved  to  be  a  reliable  source  of  information  to  those 
seeking  information  regarding  early  emigrhhts  to  this  country. 
Since  women  and  children  were  not  listed  we  have  only  the  names 
of  the  heads  of  families. 

In  these  lists  we  find  that  Christian  Gutknecht  came  over  in 
the  ship  Christian,  Captain  Thomas  Brady,  and  signed  the  oath 
Wednesday,  September  13,  i749.  That  Hans  (John)  Michael  Gutknecht 
came  in  the  ship  Neptune  mentioned  above  and  signed  the  oath 
October  4,  1752  and  that  the  ship  Recovery,  Captain  Amos  Jones, 
and,  as  in  both  the  above  cases,  "from  Rotterdam  late  from  Cowes" 
brought  "Gerick"  (George)  Goodnight  who  sighed  the  oaths 
October  23*  1754* 

We  ate  reasonably  sure  that  these  three  men  were  brothers, in 
fact  have  positive  evidence  that  the  last  two  were  such. 

Christian  settled  in  the  neighborhood  of  Germantown,  penn. 
and  we  hear  of  his  sons  serving  in  the  Revolutionary  War  and  of 
his  descendants  still  living  in  the  vicinity  of  Philadelphia* 

Since  he  settled  in  a  German  Community  he  continued  the  German 
spelling  of  the  name  "Gutknecht",  while  the  other  brothers  moving 
to  English  communities  soon  changed  to  the  English  spelling  of 
Goodnight  or  Gobdknight# 

John  Michael  Goodnight  was  the  ancestor  of  John  H.  Goodnight, 
who  with  hiS  family  moved  from  Union  County,  Illinois,  to  the 
Stewart's  Creek  vicinity  of  what  is  Christian  County,  Missouri, 
about  1838,  then  to  the  Stone's  prairie  community  in  Barry  County, 
Missouri,  in  1855.  It  is  the  history  of  this  branch  of  the  family 
which  we  are  attempting  to  record. 

We  ate  not  sure  as  to  the  number  of  children  John  Michael 
brought  with  him  from  his  native  land.  We  know  of  one,  Christian 
(not  to  be  confused  with  the  brother  Christian  who  settled  near 
Philadelphia)  who  was  born  in  1747  so  was  about  five  years  old 
when  he  came  to  America.  There  were  undoubtedly  others,  but  we 
have  no  way  of  knowing. 
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After  landing  Michael  evidently  struck  out  from  Phildelphia 
toward  the  frontier  to  the  west.  We  hear  of  him  listed  as  a 
taxpayer  in  Bedford  County,  Virginia,  in  1755*  Later  his  wife  who 
had  come  over  with.  him.  from  Germany  died  and  on  Feb.  19*  1762,  he 
married  Mary  Landers.  We  do  not  know  just  how  many  children  there 
were  by  his  first  marriage.  We.  are  sure  of  two,  Christian,  born 
in  1747  and  Henry  born  in  1757.  Others  reportedly  are,  Christopher 
who  married  Diana  Watson,  Samuel,  Mary  or  Polly,  Susan,  Edward, 
Enoch  and  George. 

We  Aext  hear  of  Michael  in  Mecklenburg  County  (now  Cabarrus) 
North  Carolina  where  he  bought  a  farm  from  James  McClean  May  1, 

1764*  His  brother  George  lived  near  him  in  Mecklenburg  County, 
where  he  was  appointed  assessor  in  1778*  •  Michael  was  appointed 
constable  for  one  of  the  districts  of  Mecklenburg  County  in  1775* 

He  sold  his  farm  May  20,  1776,  to  John  Pfifer.  George  sold  his 
farm  Aug.  14,  1779,  bo  Leonard  Barbrick. 

Probably  in  the  summer  of  1778  or  1-779  the  brothers  moved  to 
Kentucky*  Georgo  settled  at  Ruddell’s  Station  about  thirty  miles 
northeast  of  the  present  City  of  Lexington,  and  Michael  settled 
at  Harlan1 s  Station  thirty-five  miles  southwest  of  Lexington  in 
what  -is  now  Boyle  County* 

The  Goodnight  brothers  migrated  to  Kentucky  at  a  time  when 
Indians  supported  by  arms  and  English  soldiers  from  Canada  were 
waging  a  war  with  the  white  settlers,  so  severe  and  sanguinary 
that  it  gave  the  merited  name  of  ’’the  dark  and  bloody  Ground". 
Settlers  lived  in  forts  and  tended  their  farms  outside  the  stock¬ 
ade  which  afforded  some  protection  from  the  attacks  of  the  Indians 

In  June  of  1780  the  garrison  at  Ruddell’s  Station  in  which 
George  Goodnight  and  his  family  lived  was  attacked  by  about  500 
Canadians  and  Indians  under  Captain  Bird.  As  the  attackers  had  a 
cannon,  the  settlers  knowing  that  resistance  was  useless  offered 
to  surrender  if  their  lives  would  be  spared.  After  the  settlers 
had  given  up  their  arms, Captain  Bird  was  unable  to  restrain  the 
natives  who  fell  upon  the  settlers  and  many  were  killed  and  their 
families  carried  away  as  captives  to  Detroit.  George  Goodnight 
was  among  those  slain  and  probably  one  of  his  sons,  Henry.  Other 
sons,  David,  John,  Michael  and  Peter  and  their  sisters  were  carried 
away.  They,  however,  lived  to  return  after  a  time  and  became 
settlers  of  that  part  of  Kentucky. 

In  the  meantime,  Michael  with  his  family  consisting  of  his 
wife,  Mary  Landers,  and  children,  Margaret,  Elizabeth,  John,  Jacob, 
Abraham,  Rachel  and  Sarah  had  settled  at  or  near  Harlan’s  Station. 
Michael1 s ^Sons  by  his  first  wife,  Christian  and 'Henry,  had  stayed 
in  North  Carolina  when  their  father  moved  to  Kentucky.  Henry  had 
enlisted  in  the  Revolutionary  Way  in  1776  ahd  served  till  sometime 
in  1778  and  was  probably  in  the  army  when  his  father  moved .Michael* s 
family  was  fortunate  in  escaping  the  Indian  attacks,  so  frequent 
in  the  locality, but  tragedy  overtook  them  later*  In  the  spring 
of  1779  Michael  preempted  400  acres  of  land  by  actual  settlement, 
lying  at  Doctor’s  Fork  of  Chaplin’s  Fork  of  Salt  River,  in  what 
is  ,now  Boyle  County  Kentucky.  In  the  spring  of  1781  Michael  with 
his  son  John  set  out  on  horseback  for  North  Carolina  to  bring  some 
household  effects  which  had  been  le^t  behind.  There  were  no  wagon 
roads  so  pack  horses  were  taken  to  carry  the  goods.  The  first 
night  out  the  father  and  son  made  camp  and  placing  a  bell  on  one 
of  the  horses,  turned  them  out  for  the  night. 
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During  the  night  the  Indians  attacked  the  two  and  Michael 
was  killed  and  scalped.  John  was  shot  through  with  an  arrow,  but 
in  that  'condition  made  his  way  to  the  horses,  stopped  the  bell  and 
the  next  day  made  his  way  back  to  the  settlements*  He  recovered 
from  the  Wound, lived  to  a  ripe  old  age.  Michael  was  buried  where 
he  fell. 

Michael  had  been  thrifty  and  left  an  estate  consisting  of  400 
acres  of  land,  14  horses,  22  head  of  cattle,  9  "hoggs  and  piggs" 
and  implements  and  household  furniture*  He  is  described  as  being 
energetic,  industrious,  economical . and  prosperous,  with  the  great¬ 
est  contempt  for  a  shiftless  person*  Of  his  children  by  Mary 
Landers,  Margaret  married  Henry  pope,  Elizabeth  married  Patrick 
Doran,  John  married  Ruth  Davis,  Jacob  married  Elizabeth^ Hoover ,1 
Abraham ’married  Mery  Hanna,  Rachel  married  Jacob  Young, ASarah 
married  Peter  Boucher,  and  Isaac  the  youngest  who  was  born  after 
his  father^  death  married  Elizabeth  McMurray. 

Henry,  son  of  Michael  Goodnight  and  his  first  wife,was  born 
in  1757>  probably  in  Bedford  or  Rockbridge  County,  Virginia.  He 
was  oill y  five  years  of  age  when  his  father  married  Mary  Landers  . 
and  we  do  not  know  the  date  of  his  mothers  death*,  He  migrated  to 
North  Carolina  with  his  father  and  his  brother  Christian.  His 
wife  was  named  Elizabeth,  but  we  do  not  know  her  maiden  name.  In 
1776  he  enlisted  in  the  North  Carolina  State  Militia  Cavalry  under 
Captain  pfifer.  He  served  two  years  returning  home  in  1778.  His 
application  for  pension  states  that  he  marched  from  North  Carolina 
to  Baltimore  then  back  to  Georgia.  He  was  probably  in  the  army 
or  had  latoly  returned  when  his -father,  Michael,  migrated  from 
North  Carolina  to  Kentucky,  and  he  remained  in  North  Carolina

Writers  note*  According  to  Col*  John  H*  Wheeler’s  ’’History 
of  North  Carolina”  page  SO,  on  April  22,  1776,  Martin  Pfifer 
was  appointed  Captain  of  the  Second  Company  of  Light  Horse; 
James  Sumner,  Lieut,  and  Valentine  Beard,  Cornet. 

These  among  other  appointments  were  made  by  the  Provincial 
Congress  of  North  Carolina,  which  met  at  Halifax  April  4,  1776f 
Representatives  from  Mecklenburg  County  in  this  Congress  were 
John  Pfifer,  Robert  It  win  and  John  McKnitt  Alexander* 

The  name  Maclin  Piifer  in  the  pension  record  was  evidently 
Martin,  erroneously  transcribed* 
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JOHN  H,  GOODNIGHT 

John  H.  Goodnight  was  apparently  the  oldest  son  of  Henry  the 
Revolutionary  Soldier,  He  was  born  in  North  Carolina,  Mecklen¬ 
burg  County,  The  date  of  his  birth  as  given  on  his  gravestone  in 
the  Goodnight  cemetery  was  .Tune  10,  1774*  The  census  record  of 
1850  from  Green  County,  Missouri,  says  that  he  was  72  years  old 
at  that  time.  This  places  his  birth  date  as  of  1773  which  we 
believe  is  more  nearly  correct.  The  best  available  records  place 
his  father  Henry’s  birthdato  as  of  the  year  1757  or  1753,  which 
would  make  him  20  or  21  years  old  when  his  son  .John  H.  y^a 3 -.torn. 

He  married  Mary  Margaret  Condar  or  condor*  We  do  not  at  this 
time  know  the  date,  nor  do  we  know  whether  he  emigrated  to  Ken¬ 
tucky  when  his  father,  Henry,  came  to  claim  his  part  of  his  father 
Michael’s  estate,  in  1794*  The  next  we  find  him  listed  in  the 
census  of  Giles  County,  Tennessee,  1820.  This  list  says  at  that 
time  there  were  in  the  family  two  males  and  two  females  under  ten 
year's  of  age  and  one  male  and  two  female's  between  ten  and  sixteen 
years  of  age,  and  one  mole  and  one  female  between  twenty-six  and 
forty-five,. 

We  do  not  find  any  record  of  John  H.  in  the  Giles  County 
census  list  of  1830,  but  we  know  that  his  youngest  son  George 
Martin  was  born  there  in  1828.  Some  time  after  that  date  he  moved 
to  Union  County,  Illinois,  and  about  I84O  to  the  Stewart’s  Creek 
community  in  what  is  now  Christian  County,  Missouri,  At  that  time 
Christian  County  was  included  in  Green  County  and  in  the  census 
of  1850  we  find  the  family  listed  in  Greene  County.  In  this 
record  John  H.  whose  wife  had  died,  was  listed  with  the  family 
of  George  Martin,  his  youngest  son. 

In  1855  the  three  sons  of  John  H*  came  to  Stones  Prairie  in 
Barry  County,  about  five  miles  south  of  what  is  now  Monet t*  The 
sons  John  .Jr .  ,^Henry  Weakley  and  George  iviartin  all  found  homesteads 
in  the  immediate  neighborhood.  It  is  likely  that  Rachel, one  of 
the  daughters  who  married  Kieth  Hawkins, also  came  to  the  community 
about  the  same  time.  John  continued  to  make  his  home  with  his 
youngest  son,  George  Martin.  He  died  October  27,  1859*  Upon  his 
death  George  Martin  set  aside  a  plot  of  ground  for  a  graveyard  and 
his  father  was  the  first  to  be  buried  theroi  This  has  come  to  be 
the  final  resting  place  of  0  groat  many  of  the  family  and  is 
known  as  the  Goodnight  Cemetery.  It  is  located  about  one-fourth 
mile  east  of  state  Highway  Route  37,  and  about  five  miles  south  of 
Mo nett  * 

Our  records  of  the  children  of  John  H«  Goodnight  are  not 
complete,  but  we  know  of  nine*  There  may  have  been  another  and  it 
is  the  ambition  of  the  writer  to  complete  the  record  of  this 
family.  Should  any  reader  be  able  to  furnish  more  of  this  history 
we  shall  be  grateful  for  their  assistance.  The  children  as  we 
have  been  able  to  list  are  as  follows  with  such  facts  as  we  have 
regarding  each. 

It  Elijah,  probably  the  oldest,  is  listed  in  the  census 
record  of  Giles  County,  Tennessee,  1840,  as  with  his  wife  being 
between  40  and  50  years  of  age,  and  one  male  child  under  five, 
one  between  twenty  and  thirty  and  one  female  between  five  and 
ten.  This  would  place  his  birth  in  1800  or  before.  My  mother, 
a  niece  of  Elijah  once  told  me  that  he  moved  to  Iowa,  and  that 
he  had  one  daughter  named  Samantha  who  married  a  man  named

Anderson,  in  that  state.  I  have  not  been  able  to  got  any 
farther  information  as  to  him*

They  lived  awhile  on 
Stewards  Creek  then  moved  to  Barry  County  probably  with  her  father 
and  brothers.  They  later  moved  to  a  fahm  near  what  is  now  Wishart 
in  polk  County,  Missouri*

Henry  Harmon  Hawkins  lived  a  long  and  useful  life.  He  was 
-  good  Christian  man  beloved  by  his  acquaintances.  Ho  died  May  23, 
1929 ,  ahd  is  buried  in  Enon  Cemetery  near  Wishart ,  Polk  County, Mo. 

Rachel  Hawkins  died  Sept.  29,  1896,  and  was  buried  in  Enon 
Cemetery  two  miles  north  east  of  Wishart.  I  understand  that  her 
husband,  Kieth,  was  buried  on  Stewart’s  Creek  but  I  do  not  know.
